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DETAILED ACTION 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 9/20/05 
has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-10, 13-19, 21-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ndondo-Lay (6,273,908) in view of Windecker et al. (Circulation, 
August 21,2001; 104:928-933) or Lazarov (6,110,204 or US2003/0044596) or Huang et 
al. (US 2003/0175444). Ndondo-Lay discloses a stent with depots for containing 
biocompatible materials or drugs. Although, Ndondo-Lay does not disclose the 
biocompatible materials or drugs being TiNxOy compound as claimed, attention is 
directed to Windecker et al., Lazorov, or Huang et al. references which disclose the 
compound as claimed being used on stent for reducing neointimal hyperpalsia or to 
improve the biocompatible surface of the stent. Huang et al. reference also disclose the 
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method of implanting or depositing the compound on an implant such that TiNO middle 
layer and TiO film is formed on top and using means of plasma immersion ion 
implantation process (paragraph 57 and claim 8). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
employ TiNxOy compound as claimed in view of Windecker et al., Lazarow and/or 
Huang et al. onto Ndondo-Lay's stent in order to improve the biocompatible surface of 
the stent. Doing so would meet all the limitation as claimed. 

In regarding to claims 9 and 19, it would have been obvious matter of design 
choice to modify the stent of Ndondo-Lay in view of Windecker et al., Lazorov, or Huang 
et al by having layers of Ti, N, or TiN disposed beneath a layer of TiNxOy, since 
applicant has disclosed that having layers of Ti, N or TiN disposed beneath the layer of 
TiNxOy solves any stated problem or is for any particular purpose and it appears that 
the stent would perform equally well with or without the layers of Ti, N or TiN disposed 
beneath the layer of TiNxOy.
